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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-7, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of an aluminum electrolytic capacitor comprising a rubber component 
having as a primary constituent, a butyl rubber prepared by cross-linking an 
isobutylene-isoprene copolymer having an unsaturation degreed of 1 .2 to 2.5 mol% with 
an alkyl-phenol-formaldehyde resin, and 100 to 200 mass parts of reinforcing filler with 
respect to 100 mass parts of the rubber component.
